JESUIT’S MEDITATIONS INSPIRE 

Three Day Exercise Spent in Re- 
collection and Silence — One 
Conference Daily 

“One of the most successful re- 
treats ever given at St. Teresa’s” was 
the unvarying comment made on the 
annual college retreat which cli- 
maxed tlie first semester calendar 
January 25, 26, and 27. 

Tlie spiritual exercises were under 
the guidance of the Reverend Fran- 
cis Joseph O’Hern, S. J., dean of men 
at St. Louis University. Father O’- 
Hern displayed an extraordinary 
commanding personality in his capa- 
city of retreat master. 

During the first meditation follow- 
ing the opening Alass Father O’Hern 
gave the assembled college students 
a definite idea of the aims of the re- 
treat which lie said would follow in 
outline the renowned Spiritual Exer- 
cises of St. Ignatius and would at- 
tempt to bring before the group some 
of tlie great truths of life. He coun- 
seled three days of silence and recol- 
lection during the hours or the re- 
treat in order that meditations dur- 
ing that short period would fix them- 
selves in the minds of the listeners 
and form a firm spiritual basis for 
the future. “We are not building 
for the present only”, Father O’Hern 
said. “Whatever you girls take with 
you from this retreat will influence 
your whole lives.” 

Three hours a day were spent in 
meditations and a fourth was dis- 
tinguished from the others as a “con- 
ference” at which some practical 
phase of doctrine was introduced 
each day. During the three princi- 
ple exercises the subjects discussed 
by Father O'Hern concerned the ex- 
istence of God, man's creation, the 
purpose of life, final destination and 
the nature and punishment of sin.

ART STUDENTS VISIT GALLERY 

The college class in art appreci- 
ation made a most enjoyable as well 
as a highly instructive visit to the 
William Rockhill Nelson Art Gallery, 
Sunday afternoon, January 6. Under 
the competent guidance of Betty 
Finney, an advanced art student of 
St. Teresa College, the group made 
a rapid survey of the Italian and 
Spanish collections of original paint- 
ings containing representative mas- 
terpieces from the time of the primi- 
tives through the baroque period. In 
the Italian room the students were 
particularly impressed by the gor- 
geous color effects of the Venetians 
— Titian, Tintoretto and Veronese. 
On viewing the Spanish collection 
these tyros in art connoisseurship 
tried to appreciate the mysticism and 
superb craftsmanship of Spanish art 
as expressed in the fifteentli-century 
altarpiece in the collection. They 
also made heroic efforts to experi- 
ence the conventional aesthetic thrill 
on viewing for the first time with 
trained eyes tlie expressionism of El 
Greco, the vibrant brusliwork of 
Velasquez, and the forceful char- 
acterizations of Goya. 

The trip included a tour of the 
Western Gallery of splendid first 
copies of masterpieces painted di- 
rectly from the originals for William 
Rockhill Nelson; these copies were 
formerly housed in the Alain Library 
at 9th and Locust. 
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DICKENS ATTRACTS 

Since the League of Decency lias cleaned up the 
movies people have begun to realize that they really 
do care for the old classical and revival plays. Kansas 
City audiences recently evidenced this fact in the way 
they greeted "David Copperfield". The college girls 
are evidently among those attracted to Dickens for 
they have decided to present “The Cricket on the 
Hearth”, a delightfully sentimental play that is sure 
to please the audience. It tells the story of John and 
Mary Perrybingle and several of their friends who, 
because of a misunderstanding, encounter many em- 
barrasing situations. In it Dickens is at his best. This, 
together with the fact that several of the members of 
the cast are seasoned players of former years, is an 
assurance that the play will be creditably presented and 
that those who attend will be sure of a most enjoyable 
evening.

THE CATHOLIC PRESS 

With the announcement that February is national 
Press Month the companion thought in the minds of 
every Catholic should be the crying need for support 
of the Catholic Press. There has never been a more 
crucial period in history. It is an obligation to set 
the Catholic viewpoint before the public in this present 
day of moral laxity, bigotry and actual persecution. 
Undoubtedly this attitude strikes the mind as being 
unnecessarily strongly opinionated but no apology is 
made; so important a cause calls for strong champion- 
ing. Tliis is not the time to make a tepid appeal; no 
matter how polite the presentation. 

“Tell me of some practical phase of Catholic action 
at which I can work and feel that I am accomplishing 
something” — a frequent complaint and one that is 
readily silenced. Here lies the answer in the Catholic 
press; so important a phase in fact, that Pope Pius XI 
expresses an ardent desire that Catholic Action would 
enforce and multiply the Catholic press and that the 
Catholic paper would "find its way into every Christian 
family.” This agitation is no sudden flare-up of re- 
ligious zeal. Pontiffs and laymen have long recognized 
the absolute necessity of an active support for the 
circulation of Catholic print. 

In its origin and early development printing was 
essentially a Christian art. More than any other. one 
factor it was most responsible for the education of the 
average man since it put at his disposal copies of the 
representative literature of every nation and inciden- 
tally that literature spread Catholic thought since it 
was Catholic in its very essence. But the Reformation 
was the entering wedge that gradually broke into the 
complete unity of Christianity. 

The press today wears a far different aspect than 
at its beginning. The casual reader can scan column 
after column of popular publications and find mini- 
mized, if any, mention of questions and problems which 
are distinctly Catholic in content. Or, on the other 
hand, if such sectarian matter is played up, nine times 
out of ten it is given in the wrong light by editors 
who cater only to the appetite of a thrill-demanding 
public. There is the imminent danger that the Catholic 
reader absorbs, unconsciously perhaps but nevertheless 
disastrously, this distorted view of current history. He 
is in constant danger of becoming that dubiously prais- 
worthy individual, “a broadminded Catholic”; he falls 
too easily into the pattern of the tolerant reader and 
is far too often tolerant when he hah every cause for 
indignation. 

Heading the list of representative Catholic weekly 



magazines are America, Commonweal, and Ave Marin; 
among the monthlies there are The Catholic World, 
The Sign, Columbia and Extension. Our Sunday Visi- 
tor is a prominent weekly paper, augmented in the 
majority of dioceses by frequent parish publications. 
At least one item on the list recommended should find 
a place in every Catholic home. 



FIRST BIRTHDAY ANNIVERSARY 

Although the St. Teresa Athletic Club only recently 
celebrated its first birthday anniversary, its praises 
have often been sung through the medium of The 
Teresian. The majority of these eulogies appeared in 
1933-34 issues when the Club was in its infancy. In 
spite of being a newly-organized group, the first of 
its kind in the college department, the S. T. A. C. ex- 
perienced success in nearly every encounter. As win- 
ners of the Parochial League and runners-up in the 
city tournament the members established a record 
unsurpassed by any rival. An appropriate reward, as 
it were, came about in the form of an invitation to 
participate in the National A. A. U. Tournament at 
Wichita, Kansas — a privilege for any team; an honor 
for one organized less than three months. 

In the March edition of last year’s Teresian there 
appeared an editorial captioned "Success Via Fair 
Play”. This account summed up the team's accom- 
plishments and emphasized the fact that these cagers 
had “proved themselves clean players and good sports 
to such an extent that their fair play had been lauded 
by many, including members of opposing teams". The 
preceding statement may be repeated for this year's 
team with increased appropriateness. Perhaps the 
mere fact that an organization is functioning in the 
manner in which it should is seldom a subject for 
any extra amount of favorable comment. But, as the 
exception proves the rule, this fact, in 1935, becomes 
just such a subject for special recognition. 

If the wind is filling one's sails it is easy to steer 
a straight and proper course. The task becomes more 
difficult and consequently more praisworthy if the sur- 
rounding elements change their activities from influ- 
ential to detrimental. The truth of this statement may 
be vouched for by the S. T. A. C. who has had the mis- 
fortune to compete with other teams who evidently put 
little or no value on the ideals of sportsmanship, quali- 
ties which Miss Brooks and her team mates consider 
too essential to make any compromise in regard to 
them. Excessive roughness and resort to off-color 
methods of attack defeat the very purpose of competi- 
tive play. The S. T. A. C. which has met with stiffer 
competition this year coupled with in several cases 
the handicap of the opponents’ unsportsmanship tactics 
has passed the test of fair play with flying colors, red, 
white and blue. 




CHAPTERS IX FRONTIER HISTORY

In nine short chapters Father Carraghan has pre- 
sented the tremendous part the Church played in the 
development of the Middle West. This concise account 
accurately depicts the events of the French Colonial 
period and the long period of missionary work in the 
Missouri Valley, the first part containing chapters on 
the glamorous story of Old Vincennes and on Chicago 
under the French regime, the second part telling the 
beginnings of Missouri Valley history, the founding of 
the first settlement on the site of St. Louis, the peculiar 
tale of the Trappists of Monks Mound, the daring story 
of the two courageous Jesuits, Point and De Smet, and 
finally the birth of the St. Louis diocese. Over all 
these phases of frontier history a new and sometimes 
entirely different light is thrown, as a result of the 
learned author’s extensive research work and his use 
of material never before published.
